resolutions 
embody ing specific proposals for 
dealing with them. 
His 4.200-word 
add ress pointed 
the w a y for consultations aimed 
at concrete action by all of the 
Americas to safeg uard the w est­ 
ern hemisphere 
ag ainst military 
or economic 
thr e a ts from abroad 
or foreig n-directed subversive ac­ 
tivities. 
In a sharp condemnation of the 
“ forces 
of 
ruthless 
conquest” 
which he said 
“ shrink from 
no 
jneans of attaining 
their ends” , 
Hull declared it would be ‘‘suicid­ 
al not recog nize in tim e and not 
to prepare to’ meet fully and de­ 
cisively ” the d an g ers to the A m er­ 
ican nations. 
He said ‘‘decisive remedial ac 
tion” 
w as 
necessary 
to combat 
subversive 
activities 
which 
he 
called ‘‘an attem pt 
to 
acquire 
domination of the American re­ 
publics by foreig n g overnments in 
their own interest 
“ Must Be Ready to Move” 
Warning ag ain that the United 
.States would not tolerate any ef­ 
fort “ to modify the ex isting s t a ­ 
tu s” of European possessions in 
this 
hemesphere 
“whether 
by 
cession, by transfer, or by any 
im pairment whatsoever in the con­ 
trol heretofore ex ercised” - he d e­ 
clared “ we m ust be in a position 
to m ove rapicHy w ithout hesita­ 
tion” . 
“ It has been sug g ested ” , Hull 
declared, 
“ that 
our action 
take 
the form of the establishment of 
a collective trusteeship, to be e x ­ 
ercised in the name of all of the 
American republics. 
The g overn­ 
m ent of the United States endors­ 
es this sug g estion and is prepare d 
to cooperate, should the occasion 
arise, in its ex ecution” 
He cautioned at the sam e time, 
that, such a plan “ m ust not c a rr y 
with It any thought of the c r e a ­ 
tion of a. 
sperm! in te rest by an y 
American republic”. 
It* purpose, he said, “m ust be 
ty> further the in te ie s ts and se­ 
curity of all of the A m erican n a ­ 
tions. as well as the in terest of 
the region in questio n ”. 
“ Moreover” , he said, "as soon 
as conditions 
perm it, the 
region 
should be restored 
to its orig inal 
sovereig n or he 
declared indepen­ 
dent when able to establish and 
maintain self-g o vern m en t”.

Third Ship 
of American 
Registry 
Sent Down 
by Torpedoes 


London, J uly 22 
(A P ) 
A ship 
identified as the. 
1,28 2-ton 
Fros-I 
soula, 
of Panam a 
reg istry , 
w as 
sunk 
by 
German 
bombers 
last 
week, an authoritative source said 
today , adding it is feared there 
w as a “ heavy loss of life.” 
The ship w as bombed by Ger­ 
man aircraft on the nig ht of J uly 
15, about 258 miles northwest off 
Gape Finisterre, Spam, in "very 
bad w eather.” this source said. Its 
last port call w as Barcelona, 
Eig hteen of the crew left in two 
boats, one in charg e of the ship’s 
I master, the other in command of 
the chief officer. 
Nothing more 
has been heard from the captain’s 
I boat, it w as said. 
The source also said that those 
| in the chief officer’s boat suffered 
"terrible hardships." 
Some were 
washed overboard and others died 
; of ex posure. 
A fter four day s three survivors 
| reached a British port. 
They were 
the Portug uese chief officer, the 
second eng ineer, a Greek, and a 
seam an who is also a Greek. 
The Frossoula is the third ship 
fly ing 
the flag of an 
American 
republic to be sunk in this war. 
The

freig hter 
Uru­ 
g uay w as torpedoed Mav 28 w ith­ 
in 100 miles of the spot where the 
Frossoula reportedly went down.
